Dean said the estimates were 
revised because it is apparent now 
that “reactors” will cost more 
than had been expected. Reac- 
tors are devices for making atomic 
explosives. 

The AEC had announced that 
the reactors at the South Carolina 
H-bomb plant were to be of “‘ad- 
vanced” design. Dean said today 
“the design is still not completed 
on some of them.” 

The new estimate was contained 
in the AEC’s semi-annual report 
to Congress today. 

The commission described ‘“in- 
tense activity” in the last six

gram.” It told of: :

The cost of the Navy’s program 
to build and equip 10 aircraft 
supercarriers was estimated today

EXPLORERS’ CAMP 
ALMOST RAZED BY

PARIS, Jan. 30 (UP)—Fire al- 
most wiped out the camp of a 
French Antarctic expedition win- 
tering in Princess Adelie Land, 
1200 miles from the South Pole, 
it was learned today. There were 
no. casualties. 

Flames fanned by a 60-mile 
wind destroyed the living quar- 
ters, a workshop and a vehicle 
storage center of the camp, which 
is 1800 miles south of Melbourne, 
Australia. 

The fire broke out Friday as 
result of a short circuit in a gen- 
erator. All hands turned out in 
the sub-zero cold and a driving 
snowstorm to fight the flames, 
but within one hour almost all of 
the camp had been lost.

4 BRITONS KILLED 
IN CAIRO POSSIBLY 
THROWNON BONFIRE 


MOASCAR GARRISON, Is- 
mailia, Egypt, Jan. 30 (AP)—The 
British, in an account handed out 
to correspondents here, said today 
that there was a possibility that 


rioters in Cairo Saturday threw 
the bodies of four of the 10 Brit- 
ish victims on a bonfire. 

The statement said in part: 

“Four bodies were completely 
incinerated . .. and must actu- 
ally have been thrown on a bon- 
fire.” 

Another section of the account 
said a member of the British- 
operated Turf Club, attacked by 
the rioters, “let himself down by 
knotted sheets from a _ second- 
floor window and was set on and 
stabbed to death by the mob.” 

The British said preliminary 
estimates of damages in the Cairo 
rioting ranged between 20 and 50 
million pounds (56 to 140 million 
dollars.) Business sources in Cairo 
had estimated the damage even 
higher, in the neighborhood of 
280 million dollars. 

Bodies of nine of the British 
dead have been found. 


PAKISTAN DENIES

PARIS, Jan. 30 (AP)—Sir Mo- 
hammed Zafrullah Khan, foreign

The inquiry was ordered by 
President Truman and is aimed 
at corruption or influence ped- 
dling in any Government agency 
or department. 


McGrath, it was learned, has 
received at least three setbacks 
in his efforts to get a special 
prosecutor to direct the inquiry.

CHIMPANZEE BLOOD 
SAME AS HUMAN 
IN MEDICAL TESTS 


Standard medical tests fail to 
show any difference between 
chimpanzee blood and human 
blood, Dr. R. B. H. Gradwohl, di- 
rector of the St. Louis police lab- 
oratory, announced today. 

Dr. Gradwohl, who has been 
pondering the question for 15 
years, finally made his own tests 
to get the answer. He found 
that human blood and samples 
obtained from Bronx Zoo chim- 
panzees reacted identically to a 
rabbit serum test. 

On the other hand, guinea-pig 
blood placed in a third test tube 
showed no reaction. A. white, 
curd-like precipitate resulted when 
human blood or chimpanzee blood 
were mixed with the rabbit 


serum, 

The practical value of Dr. 
Gradwohl’s conclusion is some- 
what limited. Zoo Director 
George P. Vierheller doesn’t plan 
to give transfusions of human 
blood to sick chimpanzees. The 
medical profession said it would 
not inject chimpanzee blood into 
persons.

ROBS HER OF $135 


Mrs. Rozine Wright was bound 
and gagged today by a robber 
who entered her apartment at 
6400A South Broadway at re- 
volver point and took $135 that 
had been hidden under the bed.

“We are deeply moved by the 
terrible disaster at West Frank- 
fort,” Green, a former coal miner, 
said, “and we thought we would 
help the mine workers get some 
needed safety legislation.” 

Laws ‘Utterly Inadequate.’ 
The executive council reported: | 
“Constantly recurring disasters 

in the nation’s mines, having re- 
sulted in a tremendous loss of 
life and limb and having entailed 
indescribable misery and suffer- 
ing on the part of thousands of 
miners, their families and de- 
pendents, present indisputable 
evidence of the utter inadequacy 
of safety laws and regu'ations of 
either of our several states as 
well as the Federal Government. 

“Human considerations demand 
an end to this wanton slaughter- 
ing of human life and the enact- 
ment of a federal law and regula- 
tions that will provide effective 
and adequate protection for those 
who mine the nation’s coal. 

“To this end the executive 
council of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor unqualifiedly in- 
dorses . the 
legislative proposal designed to 
strengthen and tighten our fed- 
eral mine safety law and regula- 
tions and in so doing prevent a 
further avoidable loss of life and 
limb. 

“It is further resolved that we 


enact this bill into law in the in- 
terest, not only of the mine work- 
ers, their families and depend- 
ents, but also in the economic in- 
terest of the nation as a whole.” 

Position on Anti-Red Law. 

The council also announced’ op- 
position to any attempts to con- 
trol Communism in labor unions 
through legislation. Attitude of 
the AFL. was detailed in a letter 
made public yesterday from 
Green to- United States Senator 
Hubert Humphrey of Minnesota. 
Humphrey had advised Green 
that the Senate subcommittee on 
Labor and Labor-Management 
Relations was to hold hearings 
on a legislative program to deal 
with Communist - dominated 
unions.

“I doubt very much that the 
domination of labor unions by 
Communists can be successfully 
dealt with by legislation,” Green 
wrote, “and in my opinion it is a 
problem that can only be han- 
died by the membership of 
unions.

Last Stand of Diehards. 

The new terror tactics repre- 
sent the last—and dying—stand 
of the diehards who have resisted 
changes in the social fabric 
brought about by increasing in- 
dustrialization of the South and 
a progressively more liberal atti- 
tude, spurred by the ‘younger cit- 
izens, many of whom fought over- 
seas for democracy. 

Relatively recent dynamitings 
and acts of intimidation, besides 
those described previously in the 
Miami area include: 

At Phenix City, Ala., often run 
as a “wide open town” near Fort 
Benning, Ga., the home of Hugh 

| Bentley, an anti-vice crusader, 
was bombed Jan. 9. He was away, 
but his wife and three children 
narrowly escaped injury as most 
of their house fell in ruins. Gov. 
Gordon Persons posted a reward 
of $5000 and asserted the whole 
state, which has been the scene 
of similar episodes, had suffered 
a black eye. 

Five days later the home of the 
wife of a convict who had par- 
ticipated in parole investigations 
was dynamited at Cottonwood, 
Ala. A man arrested said he “got 
the idea” from the Phenix City 
bombing. 

A rural home near Crossville, 
Ala., was bombed in a bootlegging 
quarrel last Jan. 2° after an at- 
tempted cross burning. The next 
day a bomb was exploded in a 
street in Atlanta, Ga. 

Negro Club Dynamited. 

A Negro social club was dyna- 
mited at Rome, Ga., on New 
Year’s day. Three men who were 


arrested said that they deemed | 


the club to be a “public nuisance” 
and that they wanted to scare the 
‘Negroes into closing it. Nine 
sticks of dynamite were found

under a railroad engine there the 
same day after an altercation over 
Negro employes. 

During the weekend of Jan. 5 
stones were thrown into Negro 
homes and churches at Milledge- 
ville, Ga. Masked raiders, oper- 
ating in defiance of law, robbed 
Negro night clubs. Stickers pro- 
claiming that, “The Klan Rides 
Again” were stuck on store win- 
dows. Six youths were arrested. 

Six days later, at Oxford, N. C., 
a dynamite explosion damaged the 
home of a Negro farmer. He had 
built his house on the site of a 
former white church. 

A night club in Dallas, Tex., 
was dynamited Jan. 12. Approxi- 
mately 13 bombings were report- 
ed in that city last summer. 

A series of bombings, especially 
directed at Negro housing devel- 
opments, took place in Birming- 
ham, Ala., in 1950-51. Several 
Negro prisoners in other cases 
were killed by- officers in “at- 
tempts to escape.” 

Center of Floggings. 

That Alabama city was the cen- 
ter of the Ku Klux, Klan flog- 
gings, carefully confined to those 
unable to enlist aid, which were 
reported in the Post-Dispatch in 
1949. Only one of 18 defendants 
was convicted and he was freed 
when a judge ruled legally that, 
while he was charged with at- 
tempted flogging, the evidence 
established that an actual flogging 
had taken place. 

In New Orleans last year a 
$16,000 home was destroyed by 
dynamite after a ruling against 
segregation. 

Violent episodes also took place 
last year in both North and South 
Carolina. As an example, Mrs. 
Evergreen Flowers, a Negro, was 
beaten when 40 men stormed her 
home as her husband fan for help. 
The beating occurred a few days 
after a disabled war veteran and 
his crippled .uncle had been 
whipped by a robed gang in near- 
by Horry county, S.C. 

Gov. James F. Byrnes, who had 
just taken office in South Caro- 
lina, called on the state constabu- 
lary to back up an inaugural 
pledge that “night riders” would 
not be tolerated. 

“Grand Dragon” Thomas Ham- 
ilton, head of the South Carolina 
splinter of the Klan, trying like 
the other promoters to get dues- 
paying members against odds, as- 
serted in reply to Gov. Byrnes 
that “the Klan was ready to shed 
blood to keep the Negro in his 
place.” 

Opposed by Newcomers. 

Hamilton has now joined forces 
with Klan leader William Hen- 
drix of Florida. Both are opposed 
by. an aggressive newcomer to 
Klan ranks in the South. He is 
Charles H. (Call Me Chuck) 
Klein, an importation from De- 
troit, Mich., who has virtually 
taken over the Association of 
Georgia Klans, probably’ the 
strongest remaining Klan group, 
for ailing Sam W. Roper. Roper 
retains the title of “Imperial Wiz- 
ard” but Klein, who admitted to 
the writer that he ran a klavern 
in Detroit and was involved in 
sundry labor activities there, has 
moved in—to the avowed disgust 
of some southern Klansmen. 

Klein and another Klansman, 
James Knight, are under indict- 
ment charged with dynamiting a 
Negro home in Atlanta back of 
Klein's house, but Klein professed 
not to be worried. With a wink, 
he told the writer he zeeded only 
one juryman to bring about a 
disagreement and gave the opin- 
ion that no jury in the South 
would convict anyone of dynamit- 
ing an unoccupied Negro home in 
a traditionally white area He was

observers regard as a futile race 
for the Florida governorship.

Hendrix is also a private detec- 
tive. He conducts at Tallahassee, 
the state capital, the Jackass De- 
tective Agency. The name is de- 
rived from the Biblical story of 
Balaam. While his chief opponent 
in the drive for recruits is Klein, 
there also is an Alabama group 
headed by Hugh Morris. 

The Klan, through the eager- 
ness‘ of small-time promoters to 
get the dues, is flirting with other 
organizations akin to the type of 
“hate” bodies espoused by Gerald 
L. KE. Smith. The writer talked, 
for instance, with an organizer 
for the: National Committee for 


Nations who had consulted with 
Klein, The committee, which held 
a meeting in Chicago in January, 
was organized after Congressman 
Wood of Idaho introduced a bill 
last Aug. 8 to revoke member- 
ship of the United States in the 
United Nations. 

But, stripped of its political 
trimmings, enhanced by current 
campaigns, thé old line of “white 
supremacy” and racial intolér- 
ance remains the Klan’s main 
selling point. It has a limited 
appeal to those who cannot con- 
ceive of any other methods than 
“direct action” against elimina- 
tion of segregation, fair employ- 
ment practices and other meas- 
a contributing to civil liber- 

es. 

Pious platitudes continue to be 
handed out by Klan organizers.

As 
one doctor, who is an ardent rab- 
bit hunter, expressed it, “I don’t 
know whether the decrease is due 
to a scarcity of the infection or 
the sacrcity of rabbits.” 
way, it is still a disease to be 
reckoned with and the case rec- 
ords of the entire United States 
this year would run well into the 
hundreds. 


Tularemia got its name from 
the fact that the germ was first 
identified by doctors in Tulare 
county, California, in 1910. Medi- 
cal men have isolated the tiny 
bacteria, Pasteurella tularensis, 
and it is some 25,000 of an inch 
long—about 50,000 times shorter 
than its two-inch scientific name. 
It is thought to be closely related 
to the bubonic plague which, at 
regular intervals, killed thousands 
of Europeans during the Dark 
Ages. It can be transmitted. to 
humans by flies, fleas and ticks, 
as well as by a great number of 
animals and birds. 

Easy te Recognize. 

The symptoms of tularemia are 
easily recognizable. After infec- 
tion the germ incubates rapidly 
and then, as one victim expr 
it, “hits you like a ton of bricks.” 
The onslaught is sudden and defi- 
nite; acute aching of the body 
with a violent headache, vomiting, 
chills and fever, temperatures 
running to 105 degrees, a tell-tale 
sore at the point of infection, 
glandular swelling and tenderness 
followed by prostration and inter- 
mittent sweats are ample for a 
positive diagnosis.

14 cases of tularemia during 1951. 


‘Tularemia is found in squirrels, 
quail, deer, rabbits, and possibly 
many other animals and birds, 
but about 80 per cent of the 
human cases are traceable to con- 
tact with infected rabbits. The 
fact that the cottontail which you 
bagged was full of vim, vigor, and 
vitality is certainly no sure sign 
that it was healthy and free of 
the disease. A rabbit may have 
tularemia in its early stages and, 
when flushed by the hounds, still 
take off like Citation. Transver- 
sely, it may run wobbly and at a 
snail’s pace and be sick with some 
disease other than tularemia. 
Either way, if you bag the bunny, 
let it rest in peace. To pick it up 
is an invitation to trouble. 

Prevention Is Simple. 

Prevention of the disease is a 
simple matter but the braggadocio 
attitude of many nimrods, “It 
can’t happen to me,” may bring 
flowers and ‘get-well’ cards in- 
stead of future hunting trips. The 
germ usually enters the human 
body through the skin, Contrary 
to popular opinion, it does not 
need a scratch or puncture to get 
in. Most victims contract the dis- 
ease by touching the fresh blood 
of an infected rabbit. Dried blood 
can be just as dangerous because 
the germ can iive in a dried 
blood media for as long as 30 
days. The wearing of rubber 
gloves while dressing the game 

and. a protracted washing of the 

gloves in strong soap and water, 
plus the use of a good germicide 
before removal of the gloves, is 
sure prevention, Thorough cook- 
ing of the meat is also impera- 


tive. 

If there is any suspicion that 
you have tularemia, report to a 
doctor immediately. Do not try 
any home remedies as they are 
worthless. The new antibiotics, 
aureomycin and _ streptomycin, 
have completely revolutionized 
the treatment of the disease. Be- 
fore their discovery, serums were 
used with little results and the 
victim would spend days of suf- 
fering until an immunity was 
built up against the infection. 
Tularemia has only one advant- 
age. Once you have had it, you 
build up a lifelong immunity to 
the disease and you can never 
have it again. No doubt, you 
would likely build up an immunity 
against rabbit hunting at the same 
time and give your beagles to the 
ps stranger who passed your 
gate,

Monopoly Feared. 

The group noted the sizeable 
entry of the regulars into the air 
coach field which, it was feared, 
might lead to monopoly in the 
field of air transport.

McCormick will head naval 
forces of the United States, Brit- 
ain, France, Canada, Portugal, 
Denmark and Norway. Belgium 
and Iceland also are members of 
tte North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation, but they will provide no 
naval forces. 

His Concept of Task. 

McCormick said that in the 
NATO naval command “we will 
try to carry cut the concept of 
integrated staffs similar to those 
in existence in the organization of 
Gen, Eisenhower as Supreme Al- 
lied Commander in Europe.” 

“I consider that a very large 
part of my task is to support

John L. Lewis gave Walter Eadie a rough time 
at the Senate mine safety bill hearing but no 
rougher than the Illinois State Mines Director 
deserved. 

When Eadie said that there should have been 
a watchman at the danger point ahead of the 
miners who were killed at West Frankfort, the 
United Mine Workers chief snapped back that 
“the safety inspectors were killed with the men.” 
When Eadie started to say what “general prac- 
tice” was, Lewis roared “to hell with general 
practice.” When Eadie said that in the wake of 
the death of the 119 men he had “made recom- 
mendations,” Lewis denounced the Illinois death 
toll as “abominable.” 

To Lewis’ question as to whether the record 
was one the state should not condone, Eadie 
could only say: “As I look backward now, yes.” 

Walter Eadie is the responsible head of the 
state mine inspection service which failed so 
tragically. Indeed safety failure at Orient No. 2 
was doubly his failure since he is a former offi- 
cial at that-very mine. 

In view of the disaster at Centralia in 1947 
there is no way for Director Eadie to excuse the 
West Frankfort tragedy as a safety breach not 
covered by state law. Orient No. 2 should have 
been closed on Dec. 21 and Mr. Eadie knows it.

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The Clock Doesn’t Turn Back 


The seventieth anniversary of the birth. of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt is a good time for polifical 
leaders to reflect on Gov. Earl Warren’s warning 
to the G.O.P. at San Francisco. The Republicans, 
said the California Governor, cannot “turn the 
clock back” and expect to win this year’s presi- 

- dential election. 

Yet there are those who live so hopelessly in 
the past that they would go all the way back to 
1932 and beyond. They would go back before 
bank depositors were protected: by: federal de- 
posit insurance. They would go back before so- 
cial security was provided for the aged and 
orphans. They would go back.--before fair 
standards were set for minimum wages and 
maximum hours of work—before the long list of 
social gains which the country owes to F.D.R.’s 
New Deal, beginning in 1953. | 

Any politician, North or South, who thinks 
that the Roosevelt achievements can be sealed 
away in the past has only himself to blame for 
his dunderheadedness. The signs are in plain 
view for all to see. It is not just enough what 
happened in 1948. There are other measures and 
other indicators. ' 

An example is the literature on Franklin 
Roosevelt and his times. This is one of the most 
impressive of such gauges. The world of publish- 
ing has never seen anything like it. Under the

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Resolving Conflicts in Tokyo 
Ambassador Dean Rusk has opened the deéli- 
cate talks with Japan on the agreement under 
which American troops will continue to garrison 


that country even after the occupation ends, 


The stakes are high. Failure to allay Japanese 
concerns as to the future can cost us dearly in 
good will built up in the last six years. 

The delicacy of the Rusk mission grows out 
of the conflict between military necessity and 
the approach of Japanese sovereignty. On the 
one hand, we are committed to defend Japan 
while at the same time prosecuting the Korean 
war, an operation that has been run from Tokyo. 
On the other, the Japanese fear our security 
troops will constitute a “second occupation,” in- 
terfering with Japan’s commerce and imposing 
a heavy financial strain on the Government. 

That these conflicts are sharp is undeniable. 
But there is no reason why they cannot in great 
measure be smoothed. For example, the Army 
after some criticism, has announced that many 
of the large buildings it has been holding in 
Tokyo—buildings that symbolize the occupation 
to many Japanese—will be released soon to their 
owners. More of this will go a long way toward 
taking the sting out of the continued presence 
of our troops. 


But perhaps even more promising {s our offer 


. to share with Japan the costs of maintaining the 


security garrison. As Ambassador Rusk pointed 
out, this should ease the financial burden. It 
also should show the Japanese negotiators that 
we mean to write an agreement that will be 
equitable to them as well as to us. 
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Hospital in a Strait-Jacket 

St. Louis County Hospital is being operated at 
a minimum expenditure of money but it could 
hardly be called economy. The report just sub- 
mitted by the Advisory Board of Health and 
Hospitals of St. Louis County makes that clear. 

It is not economy to treat as walking patients 
ill people who should be in hospital beds—and 
it is not humane, either. It is not economy to 
house most of the staff in dingy, dark, ill-venti- 
lated and noisy quarters, for that complicates 
the hospital’s already-serious problem of attract- 
ing capable young interns. It is not economy to 
defer already-long-deferred repairs to the build- 
ing, for a well-kept building costs less in the 
long run than one allowed tofall into bad repair. 

The most important single cause of the hospl- 
tal’s financial plight is an unwise piece of legis- 
lation enacted last year at Jefferson City. In: 
raising the St. Louls County special tax for hos- 
pital purposes from 12 to 20 cents the $100, the 
Legislature set up a new stipulation that the 
hospital could no 4onger receive appropriations 
from any other source of revenue. Previously the 
hospital had had access to the general fund. 

Putting the hospital in a strait-jacket, finan- 
cially speaking, was a most unrealistic piece of 
work on the part of the Legislature. In these 
days when inflation keeps everyone's financial 
requirements—individuals’ as well as« institu- 
tions’—in constant flux, an arbitrary ceiling on 
St. Louis County Hospital’s funds is as false 
economy as it is false public health. The Legis- 


- Jature owes it to all those whom the St. Louis 


County Hospital serves, and may be called upon 
to serve, to redress this injustice at the first 
opportunity. 
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Wars and Real Income 


If that mythical character, the average Amieri- 
can, were to sit down to figure out how well he 
did economically in 1951, he would find that he 
just about stood still. Me bitched 

According to the, President’s Economic Re- 
port, there was more personal income in 1951 
than ever before, but taxes and inflation took 
a big bite out of it, What: the economists call 
“disposable income”—that is, income. after taxes 
which is available for constiimption—averaged 
out at $1443 per person. Measured in the same 
prices, the same figure for 1950 was $1444. 

Tracing the curve of disposable. income in 
terms of 1951 prices is interesting. In 1939 it 
was $1027--meaning that in spite of the great 
price ris¢, average real income has risen about 
40 per cent. 

On the other hand, the levels reached in 
1950 and 1951 were markedly below that of 
1944, when a wartime peak of $1477 was re- 
corded, After the war, real income fell to a low 
of $1339 in 1947, and did not really recover until

They have in fact reversed the 
roles, Théy are now announcing, 
in installments, the. terms on 
which they, the Germans, will 
eventually be willing to contrib- 
ute to the defense of Europe. 
They have learned—because they 
have had it explained to them by 
no end of visiting Congressmen 
and others—that we need their 
troops, that theirs are the only 
reliable troops. Naturally enough, 
since we think so highly of their 
troops, they have not overlooked 
what that gives them in the way 
of diplomatic bargaining power. 


German Leaders’ Goals. 


There is nothing reprehensible 
in what the Germans are doing. 
They are doing exactly what I 
hope and believe we would do if 
we were in their place. They are 
doing what a defeated nation will 
always do if its government is 
in the hands, not of collaborators, 
but of patriotic and clever men. 

Dr. Adenauer is a patriot, and 
he has long been known in Ger- 
many as “the Fox.” Dr. Schu- 
macher and the Socialist leaders 
are also patriots and indeed 
strong nationalists. Despite the 
party battles on the surface, there 
is, I feel certain, a profound 
agreement on the vital interests 
of Germany. The two German 
leaders are, as we would say, 
working the two sides of the 
same street. The street leads to 
the restoration of Germany as the 
leading power in Europe. 

The first thing that we need to 
understand about the German for- 
eign policy, as it is being unveiled, 
is that it rests on an estimate of 


‘the military situation which is 


very different from that which 
is still more or less official in this 
country. 

The German estimate of Rus- 
sian intentions is substantially 
that which Mr. Hoover defined 
so comprehensively in his Sunday 
broadeast. The Germans, there- 
fore, do not believe in the notion 
that they should raise an army to 
defend Europe at the Elbe. 

They think that probably the 
Russians will not attack because

they want to be defended as they 
are now by the American over-all 
guarantee, and to use the German 
army not asa military force but 
as a diplomatic instrument. 


Polish Battleground. 


Though the German army does 
not exist except on paper, Rea 
en 


in all its relations with the Allies. 
When the German Government 
has gotten all there is to be got- 
ten out of arguing about an army 
they have not yet raised, they 
will no doubt begin to recruit and 
to drill some troops. 

The existence of these troops 
and how to command them, and 
how to pay for them, will then 
become the subject matter of in- 
tricate and endless diplomatic 
and financial negotiation. Natur- 
ally enough, if and when there 
are 10 to 20 German divisions 
equipped with the best American 
arms, it will be the Germans who 
will take over the principal role 
in negotiations affecting Eastern 
Europe and the Balkans, and they 
will have a big say about Africa 
and the Middle East. 

I do not see how or why we 
should blame the Germans for 
making the most of our official 
misunderstanding and miscalcu- 
lation in Germany. It is not they, 
but we who adopted the unprece- 
dented and fanciful notion that a 
nation forced to surrender un- 
conditionally—and subjected to 
immense destruction and humili- 
ation—could within two or three 
} years be turned into a loyal, ac- 
tive, and docile ally. 


Our Mistake. 


Once we announced that the 
free world could not be defended 
without the Germans, then the 
‘Germans were in the driver's 
seat. As long as they occupy 
that seat, as long as their troops 
are deemed indispensable, we 
have no right and no reason to 
expect the Germans to be more 
altruistic than any other nation 
would be if it were proclaimed 
the indispensable nation to the 
future of the civilized world. 

I say this, recognizing fully 
that there are at least as many 
good Europeans in Germany as 
in any other country. The Ger- 
mans who are good Europeans 
will not, however, prevail as long 
as the military contribution of 
Germany to Europe is deemed to 
be paramount and indispensable. 
The good European Germans 
will prevail and the unity of a 
European system will go forward 
only if and as the importance 
and the urgency of the German 
military contribution is reduced 
to its proper proportions. That 
will be when we learn to be no 
more insistent upon German re- 


armament than are the Germans 
themselves.

The speech was read for the 
cabinet member by F. Marion 
Rhodes of Washington, a director 
of the office of requirements and 
allocations, Production and Mar- 
keting Administration. It was 
given before a conference of rep- 


resentatives of the Rural Electri-- 


fication Administration and REA- 
financed electric co-operatives 
from all parts of the nation at 
Hotel Melbourne. Secretary Bran- 
nan’s plane was grounded at Buf- 
falo, N.Y., by bad weather. 

_ 225 at Three-Day Meeting. 

The three-day meeting, attend- 
ed by some 225 persons, opened 
today for the purpose of planning 
wider use of electricity in farm 
production. 

“Most of the world’s people are 
not content to live on in hunger, 
privation and misery when they 
know such conditions are not 


rooted in the laws of nature, but : 


in human ignorance and in ‘man’s 
inhumanity to man,’” Brannan 
said. “For lasting peace, we need 
to clan up, to drain these eco- 
nomic swamps in which commu- 
nism grows. 

Pointing out that farm labor 
has steadily decreased — there 
were 1,380,000. fewer such work- 
ers last September than the aver- 
age for that month in the years 
1945 to 1949—and that virtually 
all. available crop land is.in use, 
he said it now has become neces- 
sary to shift emphasis from “ex- 
tentive” to “intensive” farming, 
“if agriculture is to continue 
meeing far mproduction goals in 
the years ahead.” 

“It is evident;” he said, “that, 
at least potentially, rural elec- 
trification is among the most im- 
portant resources available to us 
for enabling the available farm 
labor pool to iaake its maximum 
contribution of enervy to the task 
of atricultural production.” 

Talk by <l-rde R. Wickard. 

Earlier in the day, Claude R. 
Wi_kard, rural electrification ad- 
ministrator, who is presiding at 
the conference, stressed the im- 
portance of the part to be played 
by rural electric systems in meet- 
ing increased farm production 
goals. 

Pointing out tuat the farm pro- 
duction goals announced by the 
Department of Agriculture for 
1952 are nearly 50 per cent great- 
er than average production in the 
years just before Werld War II, 
while there are fewer agricultural 
workers today than at any time 
in several decades, Wickard said: 

“The rural electric systems are 
in a position where they can help 
the farmers to replace the. non- 
existent hired hands with ‘wired 
hands.’ Thus, they are in a posi- 
tion to help boost farm produc- 
tion efficiency and output by. put- 
ting electricity to the greatest 
practical use on the farm—not on 
che farm, nor on one out of 10 
farms, but on every farm.” 


Progress in Other Fields. 

Farmers have made “remark- 
able” progress in increasing pro- 
duction in recent years through 
use of better seed, more fertili- 
zer, pest eradication, soil build- 
ing, mechanization and electrifi- 
cation, but “electrification on the 
farmstead presents one. of the 
greatest and best potentials we 
have at this stage,” he said. 

Eighty-four per cent of the na- 
tion’s farms now have electric 
service, Wickerd said, adding: 
“The more e ectricity these farm- 
ers use, the less it costs them 
per kilowatt hour.” 

Secretary of Astriculture Charles 
F. Brannan is scheduled to ad- 
dress the conferencc this after- 
noon. Tomerrow and Friday will 
be devoted chiefly to group dis- 
cussions of the problems to be 
overcome in the effort to foster 
wider use of electricity in farm 
production.

U.S. FIRMS GIVEN 
PRODUCTION DATA 
GAINED FROM MIGS 


NEW YORK, Jan. 30 (INS)— 
Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg, Air 
Force chief of staff is quoted in 
an’ interview with the magazine 
Aviation Age, as saying that Sov- 
iet aviation with the help of ex- 
patriated German experts, has 
made “brilliant progress” and 
that a number of production tech- 
niques disclosed by capture of 
Russian-built MIG jet planes 
have been turned over to United 
States manufacturers. 

The Communists, he said, have 
“good radar and lots of it” in 
Korea, and their “capability for 
night operations appears to be in- 
creasing.” 

Gen. Vandenberg summed up 
the relative merits of the Soviet 
MIG vs, the American F-86 this 
way: : 

“The MIG-15 has a slight ad- 
vantage over the F-86 in rate of 
climb at all altitudes. The F-86 
is superior to the MIG-15 in 
range at all altitudes. 

“Up to 25,000 feet, the F-86 
has equivalent speed, can out- 
drive the MIG-15 and appears to 
handle better, Above 25,000 feet 
the MIG is somewhat faster than 
the F-86 and, being lighter, it has 
a higher service ceiling. : 

“The engine employed in the 
MIG-15 has greater thrust than 
the engine in the F-86 now in 
combat. ... 

“To date, our 50 caliber ma- 
chine gun has proved superior to 
the Russian-installed cannon of 
the MIG-15.” 


ALABAMA ELECTOR CANDIDATE 
WON'T VOTE FOR TRUMAN 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Jan. 30 
(AP)—The Alabama Democratic 
executive committee faces a new 
test of its recently adopted na- 
tional pariy loyalty pledge. 

Published Ed Blair of the week- 
ly Pell City News-Aegus sub- 
mitted qualifying papers yester- 
day as a candidate for Democratic 
presidential elector. He flatly re- 
fused to pledge support of the 
party’s national candidates. 

Instead of the pledge, he sub- 
mitted the following on tthe 
qualifying papers: 

“I will not cast an electoral 
vote for Truman or anyone who 
favors the Truman-Humphrey 
civil rights program.” 

Blair was one of Alabama’s 11 
presidential electors who voted 
for the Thurmond-Wright States 
Rights ticket in 1948. He was the 
first to file for the office in the 
May primary this year.

The other 
reason is that you Want to keep 
as many cards as possible in your 
hand—especially new pairs. The 
pair will perhaps bring your side 
the new pack; the more cards you 
hold, the less likely it is that you 
will soon be severely pinched for 
a safe discard.

Leaky Outside Doors. ) 


TEMPORARY cure ‘for a 
leaky outside door is just to 
fasten a strip of felt weather- 

stripping along the bottom out- 
side edge of the door. This will 
keep the water out for a while 
but the felt won’t last long. 


A more effective remedy is to 
remove the door and make a saw 
cut about one-quarter inch deep 
along the bottom edge. The idea 
here is that water running along 
the bottom edge of the door won't 
be able to cross this little gap 
and will fall back onto the thresh- 
old and flow outside. The little 
cut in the door only has to be 
the width of your saw blade. 


The best solution in this water- 
under-the-door problem is to pur- 
chase a metal self-locking door 
saddle, These are usually made of 
brass and have a small spring 
loaded lip which slips up into a 
recess cut in the bottom edge of 
the door. The lip automatically 
goes into the recess when the 
door is closed and makes a water 
as well as air tight joint. 

Sometimes these leaks are 
caused by worn thresholds and 
replacing same will often stop 
the trouble.

T was a thoroughly caseharden- 
[ea “Communist” who set out 


through the’ hot, sticky night of | 


July 21, 1945, as an alternate 
delegate to the crucial conven- 
tion of. District One, Communist 
Political Association in downtown 
Boston. 

The Charter Room and its foy- 
ers at the swank New England 
Mutual Life Insurance building on 
Berkeley street were crowded 
with several hundred of the party 
faithful. Across the room I saw 
Marc Alper’s gimlet-eyed gate 
watchers at the door. 2 

I ran into several old friends. 
Margot Clark was one of them— 
the girl who had put me to the 
test in my early days in Cam- 
bridge. Whenever I saw Margot 
now I felt a little flutter in the 
pit of my stomach. To me, her 
presence echoed the dread sound 
—NKVD—the secret police. 

I had no definite proof that 
Margot was a member of the 
NKVD or its United States coun- 
terpart, but I had enough circum- 
stantial evidence to make me ap- 
prehensive and cautious. 

For one thing, Margot was not 
a member of the state board, nor 
did she hold any party office. And 
yet this slight, grave and almost 
fragile young woman had an air 
of poise and competence that 
could not be missed by the party. 

I also ran into Don Bollen, now 
like me a former officer of the 
A.Y.D.; Elba Chase Nelson, the 
Russian-born New Hampshire cit- 
izen whom I had met at the 1944 
convention; Phyllis Helene, one 
of the new officers of the nearly 
bankrupt A.Y.D., and Arthur 
Korb, pianist-composer who had 
played at our Youth on Parade 
dinner. 

I found the Malden delegation 
about midway in the auditorium. 
Alice Mills was the principal 
delegate and the central figure of 
the group, which also included 
Frank Collier and a Malden girl 
whose party name was Teddy. 

One after another, speakers 
rose to denounce the ways of 
Browder in terms which occasion- 
ally went even beyond the limits 
predetermined by hierarchical 
policy. So far to the left did the 
pendulum swing that the meeting 
began to get out of hand. 

One major issue was the Na- 
tional Committee’s program for 
continued adherence to the war- 
time no-strike pledge given by 
the Communist Political Associa- 
tion. The United States after all 
was still at war with Japan, and 
the atom-bomb end of the war 
was not yet in sight. But Russia 
was not involved in armed con- 
flict with Japan and there was a 
temper in the meeting for abro- 
gation of the pledge, to begin 
now to stir up as much trouble 
and ‘confusion as possible on the 
domestic economic front. Strike 
action was the favorite Commu- 
nist weapon for dissension.

organization jumped on the band- 
wagon. 

The roars of rage and hate 
were most vehement in one cor- 
ner of the room, where I spotted 
the squat, flamboyant figure of 
Don Tormey, 
United Electrical Workers organ- 
izer. (Tormey’s Communist-con- 
trolled faction of the U.E.W. has 
since been expelled from _ the 
C.1.0.) Tormey was a young, mili- 
tant scrapper with 12 years of 
rough-and-tumble labor experi- 
ence behind him. 

It was not until the final Sun- 
day session that Don Tormey 
managed to break through the 
barriers opposing him and gain 
the floor. Once he got it, nothing 
could stop him. He waved the red 
flag of disruption, confusion and 
civil strife with the intimation 
that now was the time, following 
Marxist principles, to turn she 
imperialist war into a civil war 
and pave = ir ~~ revolution. 


Y. 20-page typewritten report 

to the FBI required several 

late evenings of work. I sent 
in a list of names which, I was 
surprised to find, included nearly 
100 of the 300 persons attending 
the convention. I also sent litera- 
ture, pamphlets and voting lists 
together with a summary of the 
full convention in an effort to 
analyze where the party was head- 
ing and how far it was going 


go. 

I concluded from the conven- 
tion proceedings and from the 
debate I had heard that if Russia 
came into the war against Japan, 
then the party would string along 
with the nation’s war effort. But

point of view was a report by 
Justine O’Connor, a vice president 
of the State Committee and a 
member of the State Board.

66 HAVE a care where there is 
Hore sail than ballast,” 
wrote William Penn in the 
little volume entitled “Fruits of 
Solitude,” published in 1693, 
which Robert Louis Stevenson two 
centuries later praised as the

The saying’s implications hardly 
need comment. “All sail and no 
ballast” is of course a nautical 
metaphor, and even the landlub- 
ber can understand that a ship 


so disproportionately equipped is. 


in poor condition to face the 
hazards of the sea. 


The phrase has sometimes been 
attributed to the English drama- 
tist, George Farquhar, according 
to whom it is woman who is “‘all 
sail and no ballast!” In the first 
act of his play, “Sir Harry Wil- 
dair,” Farquhar has a character 
say, “She’s all sail and no ballast. 
A fine lady is angry without a 
cause, and please without rea- 
son.” 

However Farquhar’s play had 
not yet been written when William 
Penn made metaphor of the nau- 
tical saying. Although his literary 
output was extraordinary in a 
life of only 29 years, he had not 
yet begun publishing at the age of 
15, that is, in 1693, when Penn’s 
little volume appeared.

So it is with the emotions 
and passions. Aroused against 
objects which do not exist ex- 
cept on paper or on a screen, 
they become so used to being 
frustrated that when a time 
does come when anger, hate, 
love, indignation, justice and 
righteousness should be sum- 
moned forth to drive buyers 
and Sellers out of temples and 
legislatures, they are too dead 
and inert and jaded to make a 
move. So long directed to the 
mythical, they become para- 
lyzed in the face of the con- 
crete and the actual. 

So used to crime in the 
movies and novels, so habitu- 
ated to murders in novels, so 
accustomed to evil in slander 
pages, people lose the potency 
for resentment when there 
should be resentment, as they 
lose the enthusiasm for justice 
when there should be enthusi- 
asm. This is the first reason for 
the apathy in our public life 
in the face of the character of 
dishonesty within, and tht epi- 
demic of Communism from 
without.

FOR ABOUT 10 years in 
America it was believed that 
Communism was an economic 
experiment, that it made no 
difference what you believed 
about it; that we’ should be 
broadminded about Russia’s 
purges and crimes. : 

Now that Communism has ap- 
peared before the world in its 
true colors as anti-human, anti- 
God, and anti-moral, those 
minds which had no respect 
for truth, morality, and good- 
ness in itself find themselves 
incapable of opposing Commu- 
nism on any strong moral 
grounds. Impregnated with the 
belief that good and evil are 
poirts of view, they cannot be 
indignant about it as an evil, 
because they are not on fire 
with what is good.
